Grande Prairie Husky De- 
cides Home is Better

GRANDE PRAIRIE, Feb. 18. — 
When a dog turns wolf, that is a 
story. But when a dog, turned wolf, 
returns again to being a dog, that 
is another story 

Last November, while out on his 
trap line near the Cutbank river 
south-west of here, Baptiste Kenny 
lost a valuable dog whose mother 
was a purebred police dog and the 
father a husky. 


TOOK PACK 

Not only did he lose the dog, but 
also the pack which the dog was 
carrying, consisting of traps, flour, 
axe, canvas and sugar, al] items of 
| value and importance in the life of 
a trapper out on his lines, A heavy 
fall of snow the following night 
covered up all tracks and he was 
unable to find any trace of the dog. 

Last week Henry McCullough 
was on his trap line near Nose 
Mountain, which is the source of 
the Cutbank river, when he saw a 
pack of eight timber wolves. He 
fired at them and they retreated 
all but one. This one seemed rather 
smaller than the others, but he 
stopped, looked in the direction of 
the shot and started towards the 
man who had fired it. 


WAS SURPRISED

KITCHEN CEILING FINISH 
By Roger B. Whitman 

Question—I had expected to fin- 
ish the plaster walls and ceiling of 
the kitchen of my new house with 
calcimine. A friend tells me to use 
paint instead; that calcimine will 
not stick on a kitchen ceiling. Is this 
80? 

Answer—Yes, it is; calcimine may 
stick, but will soil very quickly. 
Frying and baking throw tiny bub- 


bles of grease into the air and these, | 


carried up by the heat, strike the 
ceiling. As calcimine is porous, the 
grease soaks in and the ceiling 
quickly becomes dingy. The best 
finish for a kitchen ceiling is some- 
thing in the nature of enamel, 
which dries with a hard and glass-| 
like surface. Grease will not soak 
in, and stains can be taken off with! 
soap and water. If your kitchen 
has already been in use for some| 
time, there is a thin film of grease) 
on ceiling, walls and woodwork. 
Before refinishing, this film must 
be taken off by washing with water | 
containing ammonia, a solution of 
washing soda, or something sirnilar. 
The plaster must then be allowed 
to dry thoroughly before painting. 

For an ename! finish, the under- 
coat should dry flat; use flat wall 
paint or enamel undercoater. For 
the first coat, on bare plaster, thin 
the paint with one-eighth as much 
linseed oil. Let this dry for at least 


three days before putting on the 

next coat.

Question—I want to make some

BIRDS BEHIND SHUTTERS
